Due to the unfavorable weath- 
er conditions anglers have not uti- 
lized as many lakes os was earlier 
anticipated with a patrol flight by 
Beaver aircraft on January 21 re- 
sulting in a count of 102 anglers 
on 20 lakes. During the same 
flight 35 other lakes were patrol- 
led on which no angling was ap= 
parent.

INDIAN AFFAIRS MINISTER 
ANNOUNCES OFF-RESERVE 
HOUSING PROGRAM 


Indian Affairs Minister Arthur | 


Laing announced that conditional 
grants to Indians for off-reserve 
housing is now available to them. 
It is the policy of the Depart- 
ment to assist Indian people inter- 
ested in improving their living con- 
ditions. It was felt, however, the 
decision to make the transition 
from reserve life to the material- 
istic urban society must be made 
by the Indian. This policy is de- 
signed to help the Indian establish 
himself in urban centres across 


Indians living on reserves are 

‘ow entitled to a maximum grant 
up to $7,000 for on-reserve hous- 
ing, according toneed andincome. 

Many Indians across Canada 
have left the reserve community 
and have made excellent inroads 
into the urban society and have 
become model citizens. For those 
now making this transition there 
will be difficulties but with the 
aid of this grant, the transitional 
process will be speeded up. 

The off-reserve housing program 
is designed to aid the employed 
Indian who because of poor wages, 
is living in substandard housing or 
is paying excessively high rent. 
The conditional grant consists of 
$000 for the house and a further 
$1,000 for furniture. The amount

available to each recipient will 
vary depending on the family in- 
come and hisability tomeet mort- 
gage payments over and above the 
conditional grant. 

An crrangement has been reach- 
ed between the Minister of Indian 
Affairs, the Minister of Veterans 
Affairs and the Minister responsi- 
ble for Central Mortgage and 
Housing whereby Veterans Land 
| Act officials will assist the Indians 
in selecting a good home, suitable 
for his particular needs. They are 
to ensure that any home bought or 
built conforms to the standards 
set down in the National Housing 
Act. 

It is the policy of Central Mort= 
gage and Housing to finance the 
remainder of the unpaid balance 
made on each house. 

If the Indian applicant lives in 
the house for a period of 10 years, 
then the second mortgage held by 
Indian Affairs Branch will be

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GUNFIRE BY VANDALS 
SHUTS DOWN PRINCE 
EDWARD POWER 


Vandalism Saturday was being 
blamed for a power failure that 
cut hydro supplies across Prince 
Edward County. 

"Damn fools" reacted an Ont- 
ario Hydro official when the 
overnight power failure was 
traced to insulators damaged by 
gunfire. 

The angry response was echoed 
in other quarters. 

The blackout shut down kiln 
operations at Lake Ontario Ce- 
ment's Picton plant. 

The damage neutralized a 
power line running across the 
county from Rossmore to Picton. 
Homes and farms along the route 
were affected. 

Power transmission died about 
2.a.m. Sat. when heavy over- 
night rain seeped through the 
damaged insulator and shorted 
the line. 

Hydro crews traced the dam- 
aged insulator to the Picton area 
and divided the affected area 
into sections. They worked five 
hours - to 7 a.m. — before pow- 
er was restored along the cable's 
route. 

"We were able torestore much 
of the power inabout an hour and 
a half," said a Hydro spokesman. 

However, the cement plant 
was in the last section tended by 
repair crews. 

A Lake Ontario Cement offi- 
cial said the plant's three kilns 
were out of operation almost five 
hours. He could not immediately 
estimate what the production loss 
would be.

Pesticide Labels 
Require Reading 


"Use your pesticides accord- 
ing to label directions and seek 
advice in their use Ui: oe inte- 
grated farm program. " 

Richard Frank, of the Provin- 
cial Pesticide Residue Testing 
Laboratory, Ontario Department 
of Agriculture and Food, Guelph, 
warns that unless directions on 
labels are strictly followed, the 
residues may be more costly than 
diseases, insects or weeds. 

The directions on the label 
have been put there to protect 
the health of the consumer. 
Only after a number of years of 
testing are chemicals permitted 
on the market and this testing is 
done at recommended rates. 

Levels of pesticides in most 
Ontario soils do not cause con- 
cern except in the case of or- 


chard and some vegetable soils. 
For several years chemicals made 
up of chlorinated hydrocarbons 
have been used against orchard 
and vegetable insect pests and 
the build-up has given rise to 
high levels of residues in some 
fields. 

Of all the common chemical 
formulations, chlorinated hydro- 
carbons take the longest time to 
disappear from the soil. DDT, 
dieldrin, lindane, chlordane and 
heptchlor are some examples of 
the more common pesticides made 
up of chlorinated hydrocarbons. 

Soils containing high levels 
of these chemicals, if used to 
produce livestock feed, can re- 
sult in some residues in feed and 
cantum up in animal products. 
Milk and beef producers should 
be aware of what chemicals have 
been used on a soil and should 
avoid feeding root crops, par- 


ticularly, from high residue con- 
tent soils. 

In controlling livestock in- 
sects, the producer must be ab- 
solutely sure that the chemical 
he is using is registered for use 
on the animals he is raising, Mr. 
Frank stresses. Food and Drug 
regulations have a “no residue" 
tolerance for all chlorinated 
hydrocarbons in milk and for 
most in meat. 

Livestock insecticide compou- 
nds such as ronnel, pyrethrum and 
carbary! break down rapidly and 
leave non-detectable residues. 
But compounds like methoxychlor, 
tosaphane and lindane cannot be 
used on dairy cattle because res~ 
idues show up in the milk. These eee

FOR INDOOR INTEREST 


In recent years dish gardens 
have become very popular as a 
winter project for home garden- 
ing enthusiasts. By combining 
a number of plants in one low 
flat container, horticulturists 
with the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture and Food say it is 
easy to create a miniature wood- 
land or desert scene- 

Select one type of plant and 
use several varieties of it to 
create a harmonious and unified 
grouping. For example, fora 
desert scene, choose a number 
of different types of cacti or 
other succulents. Or use a 
number of ferns, mosses and 
other shade-loving plants to pro- 
duce a woodland effect. Try 


adding interestingly shaped 
stones, pieces of driftwood or 
various colored sands for a fin- 
ishing touch. 

When planting, arrange three 
or four tall plants in the back- 
ground and place smaller ones in 
the foreground. Before adding 
soil to the container, be sure 
that you are completely satis~ 
fied with the design. The best 
soil mixture to use in this type 
of container generally consists 
of one third good top soil, one 
third peat moss, and one third 
sand. Look for unusual low 
containers. Avoidsquare shapes 
and use either free-form styles 
or oblong types for the best ar- 
tistic results.

Police Magistrate 
Recorded Sight Of Ghosts

Several Belleville residents 
are said to have seen superna- 
tural figures and happenings in 
the 1890's. D.D. Bogart saw a 
house mysteriously illuminated 
as he returned to the city from 
Shannonville. Mrs. MacAnnany 
and her daughter saw a ghostly 
being in their home. Mrs. 
Phillips reported seeing a young 
girl in white with what seemed 
like a halo of light radiating 
from her entire person. These 
accounts, as described in the 
previous "Historic Hastings” 
article were first recorded in a 
small family newspaper exactly 
75 years ago. 

The author of the article also 
pointed out that on two occas— 
ions he himself had seen ghostly 
apparitions. In the writer's 
own words: 

"A few weeks ago, | was 
sitting at the organ in our draw~ 
ing room, when some impulse 
caused me to turn my head 
quickly to the left. There was 
a large chair between me and 
the folding doors, and by the 
side of this chair stood the fig- 
ure of a man, facing the door 
leading into the hall. It wore 
a black frock coat, turn down 
collar, black hair, strongly 
marked features, and black side 
whiskers. | took in every de- 
tail. It remained only suffic~ 
iently long so as to indelibly 
stamp it on my mind. 

"About two weeks ago | was 
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seated in the same place,, felt 
the same impulse, turned to the 
left, and saw a black substance 


which | cannot exactly describe, 


but which seemed to me like a 
lady's dress, just disappearing 
'thro' the door that led to the 
hall. 

"I can give no explanation 
of what | have seen and, al- 
though not a believer in ghosts, 
know | am not mistaken. 

"The 'uncowise’ who laugh 

at ghost stories and who know 
everything, will be amused ot 
those narrated. But after all, 
"There is much more in heaven 
and earth than is dreamt of in thy 
philosophy, Horatio. " 

Since these two occasions 
took place a few weeks before 
they were described in print, 
they must have taken place in 
the fall of 1892. 

As to the writer . - - who 
was this person who testified in 
print concerning the two ghostly 
visitations? He was no less a 
person than John J.B. Flint, a 
distinguished Belleville lawyer. 
Born near Belleville on Decem- 
ber 29, 1828, the son of prom- 
inent merchant and politician 
Billa Flint, John J.B. Flint re- 
ceived his education ot the 
Belleville Grammar School and 
Victoria College. Called to 
the bar, he began to practise 
law at Belleville in October 
1862. 

So highly was Flint regarded 
by his fellow citizens that he 
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Belleville in 1872, which post 
his father had occupied in 1866. 
In 1884, J.J.B. Flint was ap- 
pointed police magistrate for 
Belleville and South Hastings; 
he continued to hold this im- 
portant post for almost a quarter 
of a century, and many hundreds 
of alleged criminals appeared 
before him for trial. 

Married to Eliza Jane Hol- 
ton in 1866, Flint had only one 
child, and this heir died in 
infancy. 

John J.B. Flint's place in 
the life of this region wos sum- 
marized by a biographer early 
in the present century. 

He is highly respected 
throughout the entire Bay of 
Quinte region, where he is 
universally esteemed, not only 
as a capable and upright mag- 
| istrate, but also as a genial 
courtly gentleman." 

This wos the man who re- 
| counted the two visitations. 
The house in which they took 
place may have been the Flint 
home on Charles Street, just 
north of Bridge Street. This 
house was identified as 211 or 
215 Charles Street.

WHO CARED 


Eleven-year-old Denise 
Wiche had her first opportunity 
Thursday to thank former prime 
minister Diefenbaker person- 
ally for his help in her long 
battle with a serious illness. 

Denise, now sparkling and 
healthy, and her mother, Mrs. 
John Viche, of Keswick, Ont., 
near Toronto, met Mr. Diefen- 
baker in his office. They 
talked for almost an hour be- 
fore touring the Parliament 
Buildings with him. 

About a year ago, Denise, 

a Grade 3 student, became ill 
with what doctors thought was 
a fatal type of cancer. 

Despondent and confined to 
bed, she wrote to Mr. Diefen- 
baker telling him of her illness 
and her wish to become a crimi- 
nal lawyer like him. Mr. Dief- 
enbaker replied immediately and 
the correspondence has contin- 
ued since. 

About six months ago doctors 
in Toronto found that Denise's 
illness was caused by a small 
lung tumor that has been cured. 

Mr. Diefenbaker then exten- 
ded an invitation to Denise and 
her mother to visit himin Ottawa 
and on Thursday they were able 
to accept. 


As chairman of the agenda 
committee, Mr. Sanders sent 
questionnaires to diocese youths 
asking them what they want to 
discuss.
